Atlanta, Ga,, October I, 1902. 

To Hia Exoellenoy, Allen D. Candler, Governor: 

Sir — In compliance with law, 1 have the honor to submit the 
annual report of this department for the year ending September 
30th, 1902, showing by tabulated statements the sources from 
which the revenues of the State are derived, and the receipts 
and disbursements at the Treasury from the ist of October, 
1901, to the 30th of September, 1902, both inclusive, and also 
such other information and suggestions as it is made my duty 
by law to lay before you for your consideration. 

Since the date of my last report, October ist, 1901, the State 
Treasurer has received and properly certified to this department 
and my official vouchers issued for 83,886,163.21, which has 
been charged to his account on the books of this office as 
required by law. 

Executive warrants drawn on the State Treasurer under the 
general and the several special appropriation acts amounting to 
^4,105, 705. 10 have been audited by me and paid by the Treas- 
urer for the same period and his account credited therewith. 

The condition of the Treasury, therefore, on October ist, 1902, 
was as follows ;

In this balance of $511,180.21 is included Si 00,000.00 sinking 
fund and $122,073.65 of the public property fund remaining after 
the application of $325,880.00 of this fund to the payment of in- 
terest on the public debt due January ist, 1902, under a decision 
of our Supreme Court authorizing such use of this fund. 
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The actual balance, exclusive of $122,973.65 public property- 
fund and Sloo,ooo.oo sinking fund, therefore, in the Treasury on 
October 1st, 1902, available for the payment of appropriations 
made by the General Assembly of 1900 is $289,106.56. 

I have prepared the following table showing the assessed value 
of the taxable property of the State for each year, beginning 
with the year 1879, giving separately the value of the general 
property embraced in the tax digests of the several counties and 
of the property of such corporations as are required by law to 
make tax returns to this ofhce. I also give in the same table 
the State tax levy for each of said years. 

I would call attention to the fact that notwithstanding the con- 
tinued large increase each year in the assessed value of all prop- 
erty up to the year 1893, the year in which our panic began, the 
tax rate made by the legislature has correspondingly increased, 
thus very greatly increasing year by year the amount taken from 
the taxpayers of the State in the way of taxes.

To the assessed value of corporate property returned to the 
Comptroller-General for taxes, 856,893,466, should be-addedi 
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the estimated value of this class of property, which by law is 
exempt from an advalorem tax, which I think is worth at a con- 
servative valuation about $22,000,000, making the aggregate 
value of this property in Georgia 878,893,466. 

It will be observed from the above table that up to the year 
1893, the increases in the assessed value of the property of the 
State were from fifteen to twenty million dollars, until at that 
time the aggregate value had reached the sum of 8463,733,534. 

Since that date to the year 1 895 there was a continued decrease 
in our assessments until the aggregate valuations of the taxable 
property of the State had been reduced to $410,692,093, a total 
decrease during that period of $53,061,441. 

This great slump in assessments was of course the result of 
the unprecedented financial depression which prevailed through- 
out all sections of the country during this period. 

I am however gratified to state that, since 1895, o"'' assess- 
ments have shown healthy increases in almost all classes of prop- 
erty- 
While our increase this year has not been so large as last year, 
yet in view of the discouraging crop conditions which obtained 
throughout the State at the time tax returns were being made 
the increase of §10,963,610 should be encouraging, and certainly 
indicates a healthy growth in the wealth of Georgia. I am in- 
clined to the opinion that with continued favorable conditions 
we may expect steadily increasing assessments which will enable 
us to reduce our tax rate year by year until we have reached a 
reasonable limit. 

This, however, cannot be accomplished unless some check is 
put upon constantly increasing appropriations. 

To show how the present tax rate is made up I submit the fol- 
lowing little table of rates necessary to raise funds with which 
to meet the larger appropriations made by the last General 
Assembly. This statement will doubtless prove interesting as 
showing in detail the purposes to which the people's taxes are 
applied, and will demonstrate what an infinitely small tax rate is 
required to meet the legitimate expenses of the State government 
when compared with the aggregate amount collected from the 
taxpayers. It will be observed that were our expenses confined 
strictly to maintaining our State government and the payment 
of interest on our public debt, it would be only necessary to levy 
a tax of -^^ of a mill, or 17 cents on each thousand dollars of 
property.

It will be noticed from the above exhibit that the largest in- 
creases are from corporate property required by law to be re- 
turned to the Comptroller-General for taxation, 85,338,569; and 
next, cotton factories, 84,499,407; city and town property, S3,- 
629,453; banking capital, $1,178,152; and value of land, S373,- 
37S. 

There were also increases in these items of property for I901, 
as follows: Railroads, etc., $6,380,619; cotton factories, 85,102, - 
683; city and town property, 83,097,092; banking capital,_ 8372.- 
025, and lands, 83,823,410 — making a total increase in two years 
corporate property, in round numbers, gi 1,000,000; cotton fac- 
tories, 89,000,000; city and town property, 86,000,000; banking 
capital, 81,500,000; and lands, 87,500,000. 

I have also prepared a separate statement of the assessments 
of the property of the colored taxpayers of the State, beginning 
with the year 1879, from which it will be observed that this class 
of our citizens has acquired property to the amount of 81 SJSS,-

AMENDMENT OF OUE REVENUE LAWSL. 

1 most respectfully but urgently renew my former recommenda- 
tions relating to mucfi-needed amendments of our whole reve- 
nue system, and trust we shall have some legislation for the cor- 
rection of the many evils of our present system. 

This question of taxation is one that vitally affects every class 
of our people, and therefore demands and should receive most 
careful and intelligent consideration by the Legislature at its 
approaching session. The Legislature of 1898, by a joint resolu- 
tion, provided for the appointment of a committee fromi^l^C 



8 COMPTROLLER-GENERAL'S REPORT. 

Senate and House to take up this important question and report 
a general bill which would correct the evils and defects of our 
present system of taxation. This committee, realizing the im- 
portance as well as the magnitude of their work, devoted much 
time and thought to the consideration of the subject, and after 
an exhaustive investigation of our system, as well as the systems 
■ of other States, drafted a bill which it was thought would to a 
very great 'extent remedy the most defective features of our 
present laws, and -introduced it in the House at the next session. 
The bill, however, was not acted on by the Finance Committee 
of the House, to which it was referred, until- near the close of 
the session, too late for its passage, and therefore nothing was 
accomplished. 

Many of our tax laws, as you doubtless are aware, are conflict- 
ing, difficult of construction, and in many instances, almost im- 
possible to harmonize one with the other. This will be readily 
understood when it is remembered that they have been put upon 
our statute books from time to time without due regard being 
had to those, previously enacted affecting the same subject. 
Georgia has become one of the foremost commonwealths of our 
nation, and therefore much of our revenue system being old and 
imperfect, is entirely unsuited to our present conditions. 

One of the chief defects of the system to which attention is 
directed, is the universal inequality of taxable values, which is 
largely, if not entirely, the result of voluntary assessments of 
property. This method of voluntary assessments of course 
necessarily produces these inequalities, whereby conscientious 
citizens are taxed on higher valuations of their property than 
their less conscientious neighbors, and whereby the property of 
one county is taxed upon a different basis from adjoining coun- 
r ties. Wlii]e_jv_e must admit that there is no better or fairer 
\ method of taxation than an ad valorem system properly and 
I justly applied, yet there is none more oppressive and inequitable 
I when loosely'Sira imperfectly administered, as is the case in this 
State. We must also admit that equality and uniformity in 
taxable values cannot be attained by purely voluntary assess- 
ments, as no two persons will agree as to the valuations of the 
same class of property, and, of course, it must be apparent that 
the wider the difference of opinion the greater the want of 
uniformity in said taxable values. This, of course, distributes 
the burdens of taxation unequally, and some change in this sys- 
tem should be adopted to at least lessen, if not entirely remedy 
this evil, ^ 

DiQitized^yGOOgle 
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"T^n addition to these inequalities in our tax assessments which 
so universally obtain, I beg to call special attention to what I 
consider a yet much greater evil, and which I know is as general 
^s the one to which I have just alluded. I refer to the listing and 
assessment of such property as is designated invisible personal 
property. It is a generally known fact that this class of prop- 
erty in Georgia, although representing, as it does, a very large 
proportion of the wealth of the State, and from which the own- 
ers receive large incomes, is not returned for taxation, and there- 
fore the holders thereof escape taxation altogether. It will be 
-observed from this report that the total value of these items 
returned for taxation this year is as follows : 

Stocks and bonds, £3,841,296.00 ; money, notes, accounts 
and all other obligations for money, £33,916, 679 ; insignificant 
in amount when compared with what should be listed and taxed. 
The assessment, too, of merchandise of every kind is far below 
what should be returned, amounting this-year to only £24,104,- 
341. 1 am confident that if all such property could be reached 
'by the tax officers and the assessments added to the taxable 
property of the State, it would increase our assessments at least 
-one hundred millions of dollars, and result in a large decrease 
in our tax rate. This I believe can be accomplished by proper 
Jegislation without injustice to the owners of these classes of prop- 
erty. The State of Alabama, in order to remedy similar evils 
in the tax system of that State, has created the office of State 
Tax Commissioner and of County Commissioners for each 
county, and although the system has been in operation only a 
iew years, I am informed that this law has been highly satis- 
factory in its results, and has added many millions to the taxa- 
ble property of the State, and that, too, without a dollar's ex- 
pense to the State or counties, the compensation being based on 
commissions. I would, therefor^, suggest that this law be in- 
vestigated with the view of adopting it in Georgia. 

■ TAXATION OF STOCKS AND BONDS. 
The Constitution of 1877 requires all property, real and per- 
sonal, of this State taxed ad valorem except such property as is 
specifically exempted, and I have embraced a question in the tax 
lists required by law to be submitted to all taxpayers, calling 
for returns of all stocks and bonds, in which is included stocks 
held by citizens of this State in non-resident corporations.' Not- 
withstanding this, I believe I am correct in saying that little, if 
any, of such stocks in this State are returned for taxatioiii the 
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owners claiming that there is no statute providing specifically for 
their taxation and refusing to return them. 

I have a case now pending in the courts involving this ques- 
tion, in which I am claiming back taxes on property of this kind 
amounting to about two hundred thousand dollars. I refer to 
the suit of the Comptroller-General vs.The Georgia Railroad and 
Banking Co. to recover back taxes on £1,500,000 stock of the 
Western Railway of Alabama, held by the Georgia Railroad since 
1 88 1. The Central of Georgia Railway also is the owner of an 
equal amount of the said stock which we hope to subject to back 
taxes for the same time. 

I would, therefore, suggest that the law with reference to the 
taxation of this class of property be made sufficiently explicit to 
prevent further doubt and litigation over this question. I would 
also recommend similar legislation in regard to county and munic- 
ipal bonds. There is great diversity of opinion pn this question, 
but, as is ray custom in such cases, I have heretofore given the 
State the benefit of this doubt and instructed the tax ofRcers of 
the several counties of the State to require them returned for 
taxation. In spite of these instructions I am satisfied that but 
few of these bonds are being returned. 

LAWS RELATING TO TAXATION OF CORPORATIONS. 

I would respectfully recommend that section gth of the Act 
of 1900, providing for the taxation of express, telegraph and tel- 
ephone companies doing business in this State, be so amended 
as to require these corporations to pay as an occupation tax such 
a per centum upon their gross receipts as will, when added to 
their ad valorem State tax upon their property, equal two and 
one-half per centum upon said gross receipts. This doubtless 
was the purpose of the law referred to, but owing to an error in 
the phraseology of the act the State received very considerably 
less taxes from this class of property than was collected under 
the exclusively per centum basis upon which these taxes were 
formerly assessed. 

I beg to call attention also to a conflict of opinion which has 
arisen between this department and railroad officials having in 
charge tax matters of their respective roads over section 812 of 
the Code of 1895, and suggest such amendment of the law as 
may be deemed necessary. The contention of the railroads is- 
that the itemization of "each class or species of property" 



quired by the law to be made in their tax returns is for the pur- 
pose of having each "class or species" assessed or valued sej 
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rately and independently, and that the sum of the values of these 
items of property must necessarily make the market value of the 
road as a whole. I, on the other hand, hold that, under the laws 
of this State, all railroad property, like the property of individ- 
uals, is taxed at its market value, and said market value can only 
be arrived at by taking into account every element of value which 
in any wise contributes to the value of a railroad in its entirety, 
and not by a segregation of each item of property and a valuation 
of said items. If the contention of the roads be correct, then a 
direct tax upon the franchises should be provided for in order 
to reach the market value of all such property in this State. 

While on this subject I would also recommend the amendment 
of section 807 of the Code of 1895, so as to limit the Governor 
to the appointment aian umpire instead of two arbitrators in cases 
of arbitration of railroad assessments, when arbitrators fail to 
agree on an umpire within thirty days. 

This would be a saving to the State of the expense of one 
arbitrator, and would, in my judgment, greatly expedite these 
arbitrations. Some definite time should also be fixed by law in 
which awards in such cases should be made and transmitted to 
the Comptroller-General. 

There are a large number of foreign corporations engaged in 
many lines of business in this State which pay neither an occupa- 
tion nor a franchise tax, such as is required in many of the States, 
and therefore pay no taxes. In New Jersey I am informed that 
the revenue derived from this source is so large that it enables 
that State to relieve all property from taxation altogether. 

I would therefore recommend that a just and adequate tax be 
imposed upon these corporations doing business in this State. 

Many States also collect from all domestic corporations what 
is termed an orga?dsation or license tax, measured by a percentage 
on their authorized capital. In view of the many privileges and 
immunities granted by the State to these corporations, I know of 
no good reason why our State should not receive some compen- 
sation therefor. Persons engaging in all lines of business are 
availing themselves of the advantages which the State's charters 
afford them, and I am satisfied that the State's revenue could be 
largely increased by the imposition of such a tax without doing 
any injustice to them. 

INSURANCE DEPARTMENT. 



From the sworn reports of the insurance companies, duly licensed 
to do business in this State, it appears that the Fire Companies 
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received in premiums in 1902 $3,002,651.29, and paid losses 
amounting to $1, 379,395.60; Life Companies received £4,251,- 
762.08, and paid losses amounting to $1,639,984.28; Assessment 
Life Companies received in premiums or assessments $275,370.23, 
and paid on losses $54,275.95; and Miscellaneous Companies re- 
■ ceived in premiums $355,940.37, and paid losses amounting to 
5183,792.66. It should be remembered that these receipts rep- 
resent gross premiums, cLtid from which should be deducted all' 
expense items in order to arrive at the profits of each class of 
companies on their year's business. Allowing these deductions, 
however, it will be observed that the business, as a whole, has 
been reasonably profitable to the companies, and shows an in- 
crease over last year's business of about 12 per cent. The State's 
revenue from the business this year amounts to $107,954.76, as 
against $95,648.00. 

For detailed statements of business written and renewed, pre- 
miums received on old and new business, losses paid and unpaid, 
and business in force, I beg to refer you to tables from i to 7 of 
my report as Insurance Commissioner. 

I am gratified to state that my often repeated recommenda- 
tion that both foreign and domestic Assessment Life Insurance 
Companies, before being permitted to do business in Georgia, 
be required to make deposits for the protection of their policy- 
holders has resulted in the passage of such a law, and that on the 
first of January next a deposit of twenty thousand dollars will 
be required of all such companies. 

The act, however, practically relieves all industrial, sick and 
accident companies, such as collect their premiums weekly and 
not issuing policies for over five hundred dollars in amount from 
its requirements. This, in my judgment, was a mistake. The 
class of our citizens which naturally avail themselves of this 
kind of insurance are poor laboring people of both the white and 
colored races, and when they take the little insurance they can 
carry for the benefit of their families are entitled to the same 
protection as is afforded citizens seeking insurance from other 
classes of insurance companies. I think the correctness of my 
suggestion will be readily recognized when it is remembered that 
all such companies receive the State's license to do business, which 
is doubtless understood by persons seeking insurance to be an 
official indorsement of the solvency and responsibility of these 
companies. The law, therefore, should be so amended as to re- 
quire a reasonable deposit by all such companies for the protec- 
tion of policy-holders. I am constrained by a sense of duty to 
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again renew my recommehdation that the act of December l8, 
1893, in so far as it relates to the incorporation of Mutual or 
Assessment Fire Insurance Companies be repealed. Past experi- 
ence with companies of this kind has demonstrated the absolute 
unwisdom of this law. 

As stated in previous reports, almost every company organized 
in Georgia to do business on this plan has failed in a few months, 
and finally the affairs of said companies wound up by the courts, 
and in every case were found without assets, which of course re- 
sulted in loss to all who held policies in said companies. 

I would also call attention to a defect in the Act of 1 887, where- 
by all insurance companies are prohibited, under proper penal- 
ties, from undertaking to do business in this State until they have 
complied with all the requirements of our statutes and licensed 
by this department. There arc no penalties, however, provided 
for a Georgia company with headquarters in the State, but not 
licensed by me, for issuing policies on property outside the State 
of Georgia. 

The result has been that two such companies, organized under 
charters granted by the State, not being able to comply with the 
requirements of our laws, have not been licensed by this depart- 
ment; yet they have both been writing insurance from their 
Atlanta offices on property in quite a number of States. The 
General Assembly passed an Act prescribing conditions upon 
which fraternal life insurance orders should be licensed to do 
business in this State; and while the purpose of this law was 
good, the provisions of the Act are such as to defeat its purpose. 
I would therefore recommend the repeal of the law altogether, 
or that it be amended so as to prescribe some standard of sol- 
vency, or clothe the Insurance Commissioner with authority to 
pass upon their solvency. Persons seeking this class of insurance 
should have more protection than is afforded by the present law.
